The additions adopted prohibit 
fullblood 
Indians 
from selling 
their homesteads under any con­ 
ditions and require them to ob­ 
tain the consent of the secretary 
of the interior to sell surplus 
lands. 
Tribal 
members, other 
than full bloods, are required to 


obtain litre u rn.—mr to sell their 
homestead*, 
out al) restrictions 
are removed from Their disposing 
of surplus 
lands. 
Coal lands 
must be appraised by two ap­ 
praisers to be appointed by the 
secretary of the interior with the 
approval of the president. 
&ales 
may be made under sealed bids 
or by public auction, but all are 
to be subject to conditions to be 
prescribed by the interior depart­ 
ment. The royalty of eight cents 
a ton on the output of leased coal 
lands will continue during the life 
of the leases.

T he Choctaw In d ia n a H old H ig h Ideals 
na m P eople. 
The Choctaw' Indians term them ­ 
selves a nation rather than a tribe, 
and ju st now’ the nation te d s deeply 
distressed by the fuct that one of its 
members has broken faith. 
H e had 
made a promise and failed to keep it. 
B ecause of this the nation deem s it­ 
self dishonored. 
T he Choctaw* are red men. 
In the 
lofty character of their code and the 
rigid adherence to its un writ ten provis­ 
ions they rise above any body of w hite 
men in the world. 
The Choctaw gives 
his spoken pledge, and no 
bond 
is 
asked. 
If charged with crime, or un­ 
der conviction, he goes his xvay until 
the appointed time, and then he cornea 
unsought and unattended to face trial 
or death. T hat such should lie his con­ 
duct is accepted by his fellow s as a 
mere matter of course. 
A few years ago W alla Tenaha, a 
full blood Choctaw, by profession a 
ball player, wa* found guilty of mur­ 
der and sentenced to be shot. 
Be­ 
tween the day o f sentence and the day 
of execution intervened the baseball 
season. 
T he doomed 
prisoner 
w as 
turned loose w ithout any formality of 
bail, instructed when to return and be 
executed. 
H e played ball as though 
no unusual condition existed, and upon 
the arrival of the fatal day w as on 
hand, 
and 
faced the rifles 
without 
flinching. 
The incident xvas consid­ 
ered remarkable by all but the Choc­ 
taws* them selves. 
According to their 
lights no other outcom e w as possible. 
T ile Choctaw 
whose 
faithlessness 
has hurt the pride of his people is 
charged w ith hom icide, aud he had 
been released on 
ins own 
recogniz­ 
ance. 
There aa’us 
no doubt that he 
would return for trial, but be failed to 
return, and later was captured and 
brought back. 
H e can expect little 
sym pathy from the Indians, for he has 
shattered a tradition dear to them. 
Is it possible that the Choctaw is be- 
eoniing too civilized? 
If he is to be 
regarded in the future as no more holi­ 
est than the paleface, the change must 
be deplored. 
W hen a Avhlte man Is 
charged with serious offense he must 
remain in prison1 or give substantial 
ball. 
For him to give this and then 
vanish, not show him self again, is no 
uncommon procedure. To trust a w hite 
murderer at large, on the theory that 
he would volutarily Ava Ik to execution, 
would be a piece o f folly. 
The In­ 
dian, stoical, 
untaught 
in any arn 
de in Ic school of conduct, lacking tin 
advantage of generations trained in 
morals, yet can give a lesson to those 
who should be his superiors. 
W ere the people of the United States

sham e at each exam ple o f word broken 
and faith forgotten there would be no 
intervals between the w aves of dis 
gust. for a sea of hum iliation would 
subm erge them .—Philadelphia Ledger.

organizations. State legislatures. State 
school officers and college presidents 
of em inent character, by leading min 
isters of the many churches, by State 
Governors, county officials, legal bod 
les, medical societies, trade and labor 
organizations, and by

of the United States, who declared 
in a speech tw o years ago that the

bad a right to demand 
it. 
E veryw here thoughout the country it 
is considered only right that the gov­

The government has ex 
pended several m illions to road mak­ 
ing in Porte Rico and tile Philippines 
That our own people need good roads 
no sane man will question.

Congress has mu­ 
nificently fostered every industry but 
agriculture. 
Agriculture has been loft 
to work out its ow n salvation as best 
it could, under most disheartening con­ 
ditions. 
Indeed, any other industry 
wit Ii sim ilar nnfax'orable environm ents 
would long since have been abandoned. 
Even the m anufacturing interests rec­ 
ognize the inequality put upon farm ers 
iii this road building business.

F o r T h is V o rstsb lo . 
More money is spent each year in 
Boston in buying beans than would 
buy 
the 
largest 
battleship 
in 
the 
United States Navy. 
In BKH the gross receipts of beans in 
Boston were more than 68,00© barrels. 
In each barrel are five bushels. 
The 
Average price at which these were sold 
by the w holesalers w as $1.85 a bushet, 
md w’hen these beans w ere sold again 
by retailers to their custom ers they 
brought an average of 12 cents a 
pound, or a grand total of $0,598,272. 
There are other places w here beans 
ire used, but they are uot Boston 
beaus, and can never be. unless th** 
man w ho superintends their baking 
happens to ha\'e ser\'ed an apprentice­ 
ship in som e of the Boston bakeries. 
So tremendous bas the demand for 
bake beans becom e in Boston that tw o 
com panies have been formed w hose 
business is to bake beans for restau­ 
rants and qtiick-lnnch establishm ents. 
One of these com panies uses an aver­ 
age of 4000 quarts a w eek and the 
other 10.000, yet the beans that these 
com panies bake are but a drop in the 
bucket compared with the consum p­ 
tion of the city. 
The m ost rem arkable leaMiro of this 
rem arkable consum ption of beans is 
that the demand is steadily increas­ 
ing. and that 15,000 more barrels of 
beans were sold in Boston in 1904 than 
iii 19o.°». 
T h r e are seasons in w hich 
the dem and for this staple is greater 
than others, notably the months from 
T hanksgiving to April. 
Taking tile receipts in Boston for 
1901 of 68,732 b a r r e l s , that would g iv e 
the number of bushels 343,660. or 
19,997.120 quarts, w eighing 21,994.240 
pounds. 
Accepting as the population of Bos­ 
ton approxim ately 553,000. this would 
give each inhabitant, men ami women. 
boys, girls and babies. ? nd average o f 
37 q u a r t s . 
These 37 quarts of beans 
would weigh 14S pounds.—New Eng 
laud Grocer.

obtain like consent to sell their 
homesteads, but all restrictionN 
are removed from their disposing 
of surplus 
landy. 
Coal lands 


must be appraised by two ap- 
praisers to be appointed by the 
secretary of the interior with the 
approval of the prentdent. Sales 
may be made under sealed bids 
or by public auction, but all are 
to be subject to conditions to be 
prescribed by the interior depart- 
ment. The royalty of eight cento 
a ton on the output of leased coal

executed. 
He played ball as though

Tho incident was consid- 
ered remarkable by all but the Choc- 
taws themselves.

lights 110 other outcome was possible.

To trust a white 
murderer at large, on the theory that 
he would volutarlly walk to execution, 
would be a piece of folly.

stoical, untaught in any aca- 


demic school of conduct, lacking the 
advantage of generations trained In 
morals, yet can give a lesson to those 
who should be his superiors.

has come when Congrews should do 
something directly beneflciaj to the 
farming classes, nnd that thing can 
best be done by extending the aid of 
the general government to the States 
In road construction nnd improvement. 
The proposition to do so, in the form 
of what is now commonly known as 
the Brownlow-Latlmer bill, has been 
generally discussed by th(- press, and 
has been endorsed by the National 
Grange, the National Good' Roads As- 
sociation, by farmer's societies, county 
organizations, State legislatures, State 
school officers nnd college presidents 
Of eminent character, by leading min- 
isters of tbe many churches, by State 
Governors, county officials, legal bod- 
ies, medical societies, trade and labor 
organizations, and by the President 
of the United States, who declared 
in a speech two years ago that the 
people had n right to demand 
it. 


Everywhere thonghout the country it 
is considered only right that the gov- 
ernment should contribute n share to 
the necessary 
improvement of the 


highways. 
The government has ex- 


pended several millions to rond-mnk- 
ing in Porto Illco and tbe Philippines. 
That onr own people need good roads 
no snne man will question. That they 
arc entitled to the government's first 
thought and liberality no true Ameri- 
can will dispute. 
Congress has mu- 


nificently fostered every Industry but 
agriculture. Agriculture has been left 
to work out its own salvation as best 
It could, under most disheartening con- 
ditions. 
Indeed, any other industry 


with similar unfavorable environments 
would long since have been abandoned. 
Even the manufacturing interests rec- 
ognize the inequality put upon farmers 
in this road building business. 
It is 


not very long since that the President 
of the St. Louis Manufacturers' Asso- 
ciation took the position In a public 
speech that the agricultural interests, 
which have so long borne the burden 
of tariff taxation in support of the 
manufacturing interests of the coun- 
try, are now entitled to reciprocal ben- 
efits In the way of government aid In 
building up and permanently improv- 
ing the public highways. 
We quote 


bis words: 


"It wns the early nnd continued poli- 


cy of tbe United Stsites to foster and 
encourage manufacturing, even as a. 
recognized burden 
upon agriculture 


and commerce, until it should have 
Us equal share in tbe progress of the 
country. 
We are now ready to co- 


operate with the agricultural, com- 
mercial, transportation and social In- 
terests of the country In obtaining 
good roadN. so essential to our contin- 
ued prosperity. 
Modern thought and 


experience has determined that the 
only successful method of securing a 
system of Improved public roads is by 
National, State and county co-opera- 
tion. In no other way can we equal- 
ise the burden of their cost and main- 
tenance. It IB unjust and inequitable 
to lay the burden of cost of improved 
highways upon the agricultural dis- 
tricts. The public road Is tbe common 
property of all. and Its cost should be 
shared by nil."

In 1904 the gross receipts of bean« m • 


Boston were more than 68,000 barrels. 
In each barrel are five bushels. The 
average price at which these were sold 
by .the wholesalers was ¥1.85 a bushel, 
and when these beans were sold again 
by retailers to thelr( customer* they 
brought an average' of 12 cents a 
pound, or a grand total of $0,698,272. 
, There «.re other places where bean* 
are used, but they are not Boston 
beans, and can never be. unless tb<» 
man who superintends their baking1 
happens to have served an apprentice- 
ship in some of the Boston bakeries. 


So tremendous has tbe demand for 


bake . beans become in Boston that two 
companies have been formed whose 
business is to bake beans for restau- 
rants' and quick-lunch establishments. 
One of these companies uses an aver- 
age of 4OOO quarts a week and tbe 
other 10,000. yet the beans that these 
companies bake are but a drop in the 
bucket compared with the consump- 
tion of tbe city. 


The most remarkable feature of this 


remarkable consumption of beans In 
that the demand Is stc .dily increas- 
ing, and that 15.000 more barrels ot 
beans were sold in Boston in 1904 than 
In 1903. Thsre arc seasons in which 
the demand for this staple is greater 
than others, notably the months from 
Thanksgiving to April. 


Taking the receipts In Boston for I 


1904 of 08.732 barrels, that would give 
the number of bushels 343,000. or 
19,997.120 quarts, weighing 21.994.240 
pounds.

Accepting as the population of Bos- 


ton approximately 553.000, this would 
give each Inhabitant, men and women, 
boys, girls and babies, md overage of 
37 quarts. 
These 37 quarts of beans

fect of any building or other structure 
of special importance, or be highly 
prejudicial to any street or part of a 
city.

hibited by tbe local authorities. «» 
may the construction of other buildings 
calculated to Interfere with such his- 
torical monuments.—X*w York World.

Moore's charge was true and that 
he thought that he had a right to 
carry arms, as he was an

of a court. 


Presiding Judge George Cal- 


houn told the offender that he 
was not an officer of the Travis 
County Court and ordered that 
he be disarmed. The pistol was 
was turned over to a deputy -sher- 
iff 
and 
the 
trial 
proceeded. 


Judge Calhoun called all of the 
witnesses in the case into the 
court room just before the noon 
recess and hdmonished them that 
tney umst not corce back to the 
court house with gun*.

fairs last night agreed tentatively 
on additions to the house bill 
winding up the affair* of the five 
civilized tribe".. The committee 
will meet Thursday to report the 
measure to the senate. 


The additions adopted prohibit 


fullblood Indians from selling 
their homesteads nnder any con- 
ditions and require them to ob- 
tain the consent of the secretary 
of the interior to sell surplus 
lands. Tribal members, other 
than full bloods, are reqalred to 


obtain liko consent to sell their 


* 
homesteads, bat all restrictions 
are removed from their disposing 
of surplus lands. 
Coal lands 


must be appraised by two ap- 
praisers to be appointed by the 
secretary of the interior with the 
approval of the president. Sales 
may be made under sealed bids 
or by public auction, but all are 
to be subject to conditions to be 
prescribed by the interior depart- 
ment. The royalty of eight cents 
a ton on the output of leased coal 
lands will continue during the life 
of the leases,

Tho incident was consid- 
ered remarkable by all but the Choc- 
taws themselves.

This discrimination has 
resulted very largely from lack of at- 
tention nnd consideration.

has come when Congrews should do 
something directly beneflciaj to the 
farming classes, nnd that thing can 
best be done by extending the aid of 
the general government to the States 
In road construction nnd improvement. 
The proposition to do so, in the form 
of what is now commonly known as 
the Brownlow-Latlmer bill, has been 
generally discussed by th(- press, and 
has been endorsed by the National 
Grange, the National Good' Roads As- 
sociation, by farmer's societies, county 
organizations, State legislatures, State 
school officers nnd college presidents 
Of eminent character, by leading min- 
isters of tbe many churches, by State 
Governors, county officials, legal bod- 
ies, medical societies, trade and labor 
organizations, and by the President 
of the United States, who declared 
in a speech two years ago that the 
people had n right to demand 
it. 


Everywhere thonghout the country it 
is considered only right that the gov- 
ernment should contribute n share to 
the necessary 
improvement of the 


highways. 
The government has ex- 


pended several millions to rond-mnk- 
ing in Porto Illco and tbe Philippines. 
That onr own people need good roads 
no snne man will question. That they 
arc entitled to the government's first 
thought and liberality no true Ameri- 
can will dispute. 
Congress has mu- 


nificently fostered every Industry but 
agriculture. Agriculture has been left 
to work out its own salvation as best 
It could, under most disheartening con- 
ditions. 
Indeed, any other industry 


with similar unfavorable environments 
would long since have been abandoned. 
Even the manufacturing interests rec- 
ognize the inequality put upon farmers 
in this road building business. 
It is 


not very long since that the President 
of the St. Louis Manufacturers' Asso- 
ciation took the position In a public 
speech that the agricultural interests, 
which have so long borne the burden 
of tariff taxation in support of the 
manufacturing interests of the coun- 
try, are now entitled to reciprocal ben- 
efits In the way of government aid In 
building up and permanently improv- 
ing the public highways. 
We quote 


bis words: 


"It wns the early nnd continued poli- 


cy of tbe United Stsites to foster and 
encourage manufacturing, even as a. 
recognized burden 
upon agriculture 


and commerce, until it should have 
Us equal share in tbe progress of the 
country. 
We are now ready to co- 


operate with the agricultural, com- 
mercial, transportation and social In- 
terests of the country In obtaining 
good roadN. so essential to our contin- 
ued prosperity. 
Modern thought and 


experience has determined that the 
only successful method of securing a 
system of Improved public roads is by 
National, State and county co-opera- 
tion. In no other way can we equal- 
ise the burden of their cost and main- 
tenance. It IB unjust and inequitable 
to lay the burden of cost of improved 
highways upon the agricultural dis- 
tricts. The public road Is tbe common 
property of all. and Its cost should be 
shared by nil."

In 1904 the gross receipts of bean« m • 


Boston were more than 68,000 barrels. 
In each barrel are five bushels. The 
average price at which these were sold 
by .the wholesalers was ¥1.85 a bushel, 
and when these beans were sold again 
by retailers to thelr( customer* they 
brought an average' of 12 cents a 
pound, or a grand total of $0,698,272. 
, There «.re other places where bean* 
are used, but they are not Boston 
beans, and can never be. unless tb<» 
man who superintends their baking1 
happens to have served an apprentice- 
ship in some of the Boston bakeries. 


So tremendous has tbe demand for 


bake . beans become in Boston that two 
companies have been formed whose 
business is to bake beans for restau- 
rants' and quick-lunch establishments. 
One of these companies uses an aver- 
age of 4OOO quarts a week and tbe 
other 10,000. yet the beans that these 
companies bake are but a drop in the 
bucket compared with the consump- 
tion of tbe city. 


The most remarkable feature of this 


remarkable consumption of beans In 
that the demand Is stc .dily increas- 
ing, and that 15.000 more barrels ot 
beans were sold in Boston in 1904 than 
In 1903. Thsre arc seasons in which 
the demand for this staple is greater 
than others, notably the months from 
Thanksgiving to April. 


Taking the receipts In Boston for I 


1904 of 08.732 barrels, that would give 
the number of bushels 343,000. or 
19,997.120 quarts, weighing 21.994.240 
pounds.

Accepting as the population of Bos- 


ton approximately 553.000, this would 
give each Inhabitant, men and women, 
boys, girls and babies, md overage of 
37 quarts. 
These 37 quarts of beans

German Care of Landscape*. 


Most German States have laws to pre- 


vent tbe disfigurement of landscapes 
by advertisements. 
Tbe district au- 


thorities, like our county boards, ar«» 
authorized to determine what land- 
scapes, buildings or monuments of an 
historical or artistic value should bo 
protected. 
Violations of the statute 


are nisde punishable by flue, with or 
without imprisonment. 
The statute 


provides against the display of pic- 
tures, advertisements or other things 
calculated to mar or disfigure any, 
especially attractive landscape, or de* 
tract from tho artistic or aesthetic ef- 
fect of any building or other structure 
of special importance, or be highly 
prejudicial to any street or part of a 
city. 
The alteration of buildings of 


historical or artistic value may be pro- 
hibited by tbe local authorities. «» 
may the construction of other buildings 
calculated to Interfere with such his- 
torical monuments.—X*w York World. 
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
